Te Emergency Powers Order, 


A MERICAN bombers and

Mr. Flood said that under the 
Emergency Powers (No. 260) Order, 
1943, the maximum bohus permissible 
was lls. per week, but in almost all 
cases the Tribunals did not recom- 
mend the payment of that amoutc, 
but of a lesser sum, with the result 
that many of their members, _par- 
ticularly the married men, were 
experiencing increasing difficulties in 
meeting their financial obligations. 

They believed that if the em- 
ployers and the union were free to 
negotiate on the question of bonus 
payments during the emergency far 
more satisfactory results would be 
cbtainable. While the Government 
insisted in keeping down wages, it 
had not succeeded in _ controllin 
prices to the same extent as had 
been done in Great Britain. —

Why Japanese 
Offensive 
‘Was Launched 


ROWING Japanese pressure 

i along the Tiddim road may be 

@ preliminary to the expected 

attack on Imphal, says Reuter’s New 
Delhi correspondent. 

Three weeks have passed since the 
Japanese first began their offensive, 
with the evident object of taking the 
capital of Manipur State, with its 
gigantic stocks of rice. The Japanese 
have covered great distances, but at 
great cost. 

The Japanese are active south of 
the track running west from Bishen- 

ore, about 20 miles south-west of 

mphal. Their aim probably is to 
block the track. 

Meanwhile the only fighting of an 
note has been round Kohima, whic 
the Japanese claim to have been in 
possession of since Saturday. 

The Japanese offensive in Assam 
has been launched to prevent the 
bombing of the mainland of Japan 
by American planes from China, said 
a broadcast from Tokyo yesterday. 

The radio said that the su ply ine 
of Major-General Chennault’s 14th 
U.S. Army Air Force in China was 
the Bengal-Assam railway, some 
miles from Kohima. If that railway 
should fall into Japanese hands, then 
the danger of American raids on 
Japan from China would be removed. 
The nearest point to the railway 
reached by the Japanese is the 
British base of Kohima, which lies 
25 miles from the railway. 

Sir Firoz Khan Noon, India’s new 
representative on the War Cabinet, 
arrived in England by air yesterday.

From the State’s point of view 
the argument in favour of the “ pay- 
as-you-earn’’ system is that the 
Exchequer gets its money Fig ie 
and considerably more rapidly than 
under the present system of annual 
or semi-annual payments. If there 
are cogent arguments, against pay- 
ing as, one earns, this article is not 
concerned with them. It i is, frankly, 
putting one side of the case, 

It is understood that Mr. Sean 
T. O’Kelly will not introduce the 
new system in his coming ‘Budget. 
The old system served him very well 
last year. The fact that Great 
Britain has introduced ' Sea as-you- 
earn” cannot, however, have failed 
to arouse the interest of Govern- 
ment financial circles in Eire, and 
when expenditure next threatens to 
outpace revenue this country may 
turn to the scheme. of quick returns 
for the Exchequer introduced by the 
late Sir Kingsley Wood. 


DEDUCTIONS 


An income-tax expert has sent us 
some information about how the 
scheme would work in Eire with 
the rates of tax, allowances and re- 
liefs similar to those which ruled in 
1943-1944. There would be no de- 
duction where the total earnings per 
week were under £3. For single 
men, widowers with no children, 
widows and spinsters making no

SYSTEM 


The machinery by which employers 
would maintain records and account 
for deductions could best be ceicated 
after a study of some of the similar 
schemes which already exist in cer- 
tain Irish undertakings. 

All employees would come into 
the scheme, except en direc- 
tors who were in á similar posi ion 
to business proprietors. In order 
that they might obtain all the re 
liefs to which they were entit!cd, 
employees would be” issued with 
simplified return forms in January. 
When tli¢ employer in April sent in 
details of the various earnings the 
Revenue authorities would compute 
the deductions g\ congee in each 
case and furnish these to the en. 
‘ployer. These, however, are details 
for elaboration and simplification hy 
the authorities if, and when, they 
decide to turn the annual bludgeon- 
ing into a weekly tap without a 
headache.

Odessa and After 
The evacuation of Odessa was 
announced yesterday by the 
German High Command. -For 
some time: past the German 
policy in regard to this portion 


1 of the Russian front has been in: 


doubt. Many of the mili- 
tary experts have taken the view 
that the Germans would hold on 
to Odessa until the last possible 
moment, in order, inter alia, to 
deny to their’ opponents the 
easier entry’ into the Balkan 
peninsula; but it looks now as 
if the German High Command 
had decided not to. repeat the 
mistake which it made on several 
previous occasions during the 
Russian ‘campaign, and to 
abandon Odessa while it still has 
a reasonable opportunity to 
withdraw its forces without 
crippling loss. Odessa is a vitally 
important port on the Black. Sea. 
It is a city about the size of 
Dublin, the third largest in the 
Ukraine, coming next to Kiev and 
Kharkov in respect of population. 
It would’ be hard to exaggerate its 
strategic significance ; but its value 
as a .port probably has been 
lessened considerably by the fact, 
also announced by the Germans, 
that all installations of any im- 
portance have been systematically 
destroyed. The German reports 


on the Southern front; so that it 
would appear as if Marshals von 
Manstein and von Kleist nad 
decided to retire across the Pruth 
to the line of the Sereth, if not 
even farther. towards the west. 
Now that this move has been 
made, the problem of the suc- 
cessful defence of Ploesti_ will 
present itself in acute form to 
the German High Command. It 
is believed that Germany draws 
roughly one-third of her oil 
supplies from the Rumanian 
‘fields, of which Ploesti is the 
centre; and it is obvious that the 


costs. No information yet is 
available from either side regard- 
ing the quantity of material that 
the Germans have been able to 
take with them during their 
great retreat from the Odessa 
areas; but, in view of the condi- 
tion of the ground in this part 
of the world, which during the 
spring months is visited by heavy 
thaws, it is fairly certain that 
their losses have been substan- 
tial. On the other hand, recent 
operations have demonstrated 
once fore the remarkable elasti- 
city of the German: defences. It 
must be remembered that a fair 
proportion of the Axis troops on 
this sector of the front has been 
composed of Rumanian units, 
with an admixture of Hun- 
garians, who could not be 
expected, fighting outside their 
own border, to compare with the 
Germans themselves in the 
staunchness of their resistance. 
Henceforward, however, the 
Rumanians, whose number is 
believed to be in the region of 
250,000, will be fighting on their 
own soil, and a noticeable stiffen- 
ing of their fighting spirit may 
be expected. 

While General Malinovsky has 
been thrusting towards Odessa, 
and clearing the line of the 
Dniester,, Marshals Zhukov and 
Koniev have been opening up fresh 
fields of attack. The former’s 
army group is reported by 
Moscow to have reached the 


‘borders of Czechoslovakia along 


a front of more than one 
hundred and twenty miles. 
The frontier on this sector 
runs across the crests of the 
Carpathians, and the = terrain 
is exceedingly difficult for mili- 
tary operations of any kind. 
There are several passes through 
the mountains; but they all are 
difficult, and it may be assumed 


have not been wasting their time 
during the last few months, but 
have taken the necessary steps to 
fortify and man these passes 
adequately. Before the dismem- 
berment of : Czechoslovakia, the 
territory the borders of which 
now have been reached by the 
Red Army, was an integral part 
of the Republic, and was known 
as sub-Carpathian Ruthenia, the 
inhabitants of which have close 
kinship with the people of the 
Ukraine. It is a dreadfully poor 
country, which was under Hun- 
garian rule for many ceMturies ; 
and when Czechoslovakia fell it 
was taken over once again by the 

agyars. If the Russians now 


‘should succeed in reaching the 


River Tisa, or Theiss—and they 
are reported to be advancing 
towards Jasina and Rachov—their 
next objective will be Uzhorod, 


capital of the province, which is 


a flonrishing town a little smaller 
than Limerick. Thereafter, par- 
ticularly if the Russians should 
contrive to sweep down from 
the north as well as from 
the east, the gateway to the great 
rolling pluins of Siovakia and 
Northern Hungary would be 
comparatively easy to open. For 
the moment, however, world 
interest will be concentrated on 
the fate of Rumania. It is quite 
possible that, having executed so 
skilful a retreat, the Germans will 


follow the precepts of their great 
military teacher, Clausewitz, and 


launch a counter-offensive on an 
imposing scale. Of course, their 
policy in this respect must 
to be governed very

Easter Sunday 
long has been a favourite day for 
the organisation of ‘‘ hiking” ex- 
cursions, and those who ventured 
blithely forth to Glendalough, or 
Enniskerry had to endure acouple 
of showers whose brevity hardly 
atoned for their severity. Those 
who patronised the Dublin cinemas 
and theatres—and “Standing 
Room Only ” was the order of 
the day in most of the city houses 
—had a decided advantage, and 
the managements had taken care 
to ensure that most of the enter- 
tainment provided was of a light 
and frothy variety. In fact, some 
of it erred on the side of mental 
condescension, prompted, one sup- 
poses, by the rather regrettable 
assumption that the stirring times 
in which we live demand enter- 
tainment that puts no strain what- 
soever upon the mind. On the 
whole, the country has enjoyed an 
unprecedentedly successful week- 
end. Let us thank Providence for 
these and all the other mercies 
vouchsafed to us in this, the fifth, 
year of a world war.

“THE STRINGS ARE 


CARROLL'S PLAY AT 
THE OLYMPIA 


AUL VINCENT OARROLL’S 
play about the. Clydeside 
‘blitz’ is likely to be as 

successful in this revival as when it 
was first produced. Time is still on 
its side; the war is not yet over, 
and it brings home to us what 
horror from: the air can be like in 
other places. It is fine in its thrills, 
not so good, perhaps, in its 
philosophy: but it gives us a full 
sense of the day in which we are 
Eving. It is splendidly theatrical in 
its characters, who have a very full 
life while they are before us; they 
move to make a lack of pattern 
that we can understand easily 
because we are a part.of it. We 
do not ask of them to sound the 
profounder depths of life, because 
they are seen in a moment when life. 
would seem to have been robbed of 
all its meaning. Out of the mess 
that has been made for all of us, 
Canon Courtenay, Bill Randall; and 
a@ few others strive hard to restore 
the pattern of pieties that have been: 
abandoned and the kind of loyalties 
that are nearly no more. The 
responsé comes, hesitant and con- 
fused, yet still hopeful, from the 
pe mb of a city who remain 
uman while around them rages the 
beast of war. 

The play gains in strength from 
its first production. 

Its earlier portion is better fused 
now with the magnificent third scene 
which made its first success. It is 
all more of a piece. There have been 
changes in the cast which, on the 
whole, are to its advantage. W. 
O'Gorman gives us a grand Canon 
Courtenay, and Leo McCabe makes 
& very firm character ont of Bill 
Randall. We had thought . before 
that Liebens, ‘‘the little jewman 
with the wan arm,” could not have 
been better played than he was then, 
yet Michael Ripper makes a big suc- 
cess Of him. Wilfred Brambell 
brings his immense energy to the 
playing of Teal Bogle, ‘a scarecrow 
of the streets,’’ a part that cannot be 
overdone, and very nearly succeeds 
in trén it.

‘The first and main 
reason for our present straits is that 
Gaelic culture to-day is not so much 
a-culture in. itself as a ndstalgic re- 
membrance of one. As a direct re- 
sult, we have had no man or woman 
of great creative genius in music, 
poetry or’ prose in the last three 
generations in Gaelic Scotland—not 
even a first-class singer, a John 
McCormack, to win a listening mil- 
lion.

Flax Agreement 


Details of the new flax crop pay- 
ments’ system are announced. The 
principal .of payment for tonnage 
is combined with the principal 
of payment by fibre content 
and quality of the  scutched 
flax produced. Growers are to have 
the option after this year’s crop uas 
been scutched and the fibre content 
known of deciding to be paid under 
the present contract terms or under 
the new system, but for the 1945 
and subsequent crops they will have 
to opt in advance each year 
before the crop materialises as to 
which method they will prefer. The 
new system embodies a payment of 
£7 5s. a ton, delivered to the 
factory, with an addition of 16s. 
per ton of scutched flax, produced 
in excess of the first ten stones per 
ton of straw processed. Where 
crops have been hand-pulled a flat 
rate of £5 an acre will be deducted 
from the amount due under the 
alternative system.
